“ The speed up in world popula­ 
tion growth since 1945 is one of the 
most 
ominous 
developments of 
our time,” said Robert C. Cook, 
director of the Population Refer­ 
ence Bureau. 
“ It jeopardizes the 
welfare and even tho .survival of 
hundreds of millions of people. It 
is as great a threat to mankind as 
the atomic bomb.” 
Cook said in an interview that 
“ the human race has less time 
than some people think” to cut the 
fuse of the '‘population bomb.” 
“ If present trends continue for 
10 years, some areas of the world 
will face disaster,” he said. 
Not all experts agree with Cook 
about the imminence of the over­ 
population danger. 
Some believe 
that development of new food re­ 
sources could prevent widespread 
famine even if the world’s popula­ 
tion doubled. 
At the present rate 
of increase, it will do just that in 
less than half a century . 
Death Rate Drops 
But there is general agreement 
among 
authorities 
that 
uncon­ 
trolled human fertility is a lux­ 
ury which the world cannot much 
longer afford, particularly in the 
vast 
areas 
of Asia 
and 
Africa 
where two-thirds of the people al­ 
ready suffer from chronic hunger. 
The sharp 
jump 
in population 
growth 
which 
now 
is causing 
rlarm in world capitals is. ironic­ 
ally, a by-product of the postwar 
effort to raise living standards in 
underdeveloped areas 
It 
did not 
result from 
an In 
crease in birth rates, which have 
tended to remain stable or decline 
slowly in most countries, but from 
a precipitate drop in the death 
rate 
as modern 
techniques of 
sanitation and medical care were 
introduced 
The 
present 
population 
of the 
earth is about 2.7 billion. 
It has 
been increasing since World War 
11 at an average rate of 1.5 per 
cent a year. This is approximate­ 
ly 
double the rate 
of increase 
which prevailed during the 
pre 
ceding century. 
“ This rate of growth means that 
the world has 100.000 new m ouths 
to feed each time the sun rises,” 
said 
Cook 
“ And most 
of them 
are in the countries least able to 
take on the added burden.” 
“ There 
is no 
use looking 
for 
bogus solutions.” said Cook “ The 
problem is people having babies. 
Unless human sex mores ran be 
changed quickly, too-rapid popula­ 
tion growth will bring ever-grow­ 
ing misery.”

Cordiner gave “ a very positive 
yes” to a question as to whether 
the recommendation could reduce 
the armed services by 200,000 men 
and still maintain 
the services’ 
readiness for combat. 
He suggested that pay boosts be 
given to highly skilled service per­ 
sonnel and the number of persons 
drawing high pay for low-skilled 
job-, be held down, 
He estimated that it would cost 
$249 million in the next fiscal year 
and $516 million in the 1959 fiscal 
year to put the proposal

Commission Recommends Annual 


Sessions of State Legislature 
j 


wmn 


SPRINGFIELD TF—A study conv 
mission report today recommend 
cd that the 
Illinois Legislature 
meet annually, with sessions in 
alternate years limited to budget 
matters. 
The commission, which was set 
up in 1955 to study the question of 
annual sessions, filed its formal 
report with Gov, William G Strat 
ton and the Legislature Wednes 
day. 
Stratton has recommended an 
annual meeting of the Legislature 
as part of his program for Hodge 
icandal reform. 
The annual ses­ 
sion would permit organization of 
the state budget on a fiscal year 
basis, rather than on the current 
two-year basis. 
Earlier the House passed the 
first major bills in Stratton’s Hodge 
scandal 
reform 
program, 
with 
measures designed 
to create 
a 
new department of financial in­ 
stitutions. 
The new department, to be head 
sd by I director appointed by the 
governor, would regulate and ex­ 
amine banks and similar institu­ 
tions now under the state auditor 
and the Insurance department. 
In addition to banks, the new 
departm ent would have authority 
over savings and loan associations, 
small loan companies, cemetery 
associations, trust companies, cur­ 
rency exchanges, credit unions and 
pawn brokers. 
The bills include provision that 
department personnel are forbid­ 
den to have financial interests in 
the institutions which they exam ­ 
ine or regulate. Former State Au­ 
ditor Orville E, Hodge was found 
to have an interest in a bank which 
cam e under regulation by his of­ 
fice. 
The measures, which were pass 
•d virtually without opposition, now 
go to the Senate. 
The commission which recom­ 
mended the constitutional amend­ 
m ent to permit annual sessions of 
the Legislature, headed by Rep 
P eter C. Granata (R-Chicago), said 
It would introduce in the Legisla­ 
ture a joint resolution to provide 
•uch an amendment. 
If approved by the Legislature, 
the proposal would have to be sub­ 
mitted to a referendum rn 1958. 


The proposed amendment would 
requite normal legislative sessions 
every two years, in odd numbered 
years, a* now exist 
The added 
sessions would meet in each even 
number year, and would be lim­ 
ited to appropriation bills for the 
following fiscal year, and other 
budget matters. 
The regular session would con 
tinue to convene in January of 
each odd number year. The added 
session would meet on the first 
Monday in February in even years. 
List Personal Finances 
In other action the House Edu­ 
c tio n Committee today sent to 
the House floor with a do pass 
recommendation a bill which would 
set up a new $600,000 scholarship 
program for qualified high school 
students 
The measure would provide 1,000 
-cho!arshins of not more than $000 
for the first year, and would set 
up a co in nu SM on to administer the 
program. 
Unlike existing scholarship pro­ 
grams, it would permit qualified 
high school graduates on scholar­ 
ship to attend private as well as 
state colleges or universities 
The 
existing state scholarship program 
is limited to state schools. 
Among bills introduced was a 
measure by Rep 
Robert VV 
Mc 
earthy (D-Lincoln) which would 
require the governor to file sworn 
statements of their personal finan­ 
cial status before taking office. 
Failure by the governor to file 
the statement would 
make him 
subject to impeachment, and fail*
